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land without fome horrid -Lies invented 

to amufe the People, we fhould efteem 
it agreat favour in the News-makers. On Fryday 
in the afternoon Prince Eugene was deftroyed 
without hopes of a Refurrection, Keyfer{waert 
was Relieved, the Earl of Athlones Army was 
totally Defeated by Boufflers and Tallard, the 
Lord Cutts, and other General Officers, were 
killed, and wounded ; and this was all as true 
as the Jacobite Gommon Prayer-Book, com- 
pofed for the Service of their little Mafter. 
Lying is thoight as neceflary now, as Swearing 
heretofore, to fupport a Caufe ; for an Jri/b E- 
vidence is but Elder Brother to a Fadtious News- 
Maker, But ’tis very ftrange, that thefe Peo- 
ple fhould call themfelves Prote/tants, and pre- 
tend to be of any Church, when they are worfe 
than Jnfidels, in rejoycing at any Adv&ntage 
they Imagine the Enemies of the Prote/tant In- 
tereft have had over the Confederates, at which 
they Rejoice as much as if the Zmpoffor at St. 
Germains,had got all chefe. fuppofed Victories in 
order to his being what they wifh him in Eng- 
land.

How abominably Falfe wete the Stories of 
Fryday laft found to be upon the Arrival of 
the Mails? We find the Counterfearp of Keys 
ferfwaert is taken by Storm, in which A@ion 
the Confederate Forces fhow’d abundance of 
Bravery. ’Tis true many Brave Men laid down 
their Lives in the Bed of Honour under thofe 
Walls, as did many of the Enemy in the Attack, 
and in the Covered way; this is the common 
Fate of War; Towns are not to be Stormed, 
Attacks are not to be Made, Mines cannot be 
Sprung,no Enterprize of War can be Attemp- 
ted and perfected without the Lofs of Men. If 
the Town be Refolute, and hold it out to the 
laft Extremity, the lofs of Men at Keyferfwaert, 
on both fides, is not yet overs many Brave 
Men muft yet marchin the fame Track of 
Fate, to be Encorporated in the vaft Regi- 
ments of the flain. Tis an eafie matter to 
pull down Pallifadoes, to Attack Half-Moons, 
Baftions, and Counterfcarps, in the Coffee- 
Houfes of London and Weftminjter, and to Bomb 
Cittadels and Cafties with Quart Bottles of 
Wine in a Tavern, where there is feen no 
{moak but that of Tobacco, nor no Shot felt 
hut when the Reckoning comes to be paid; 
tis quite another thing in an Army than 
thefe Men fuppofe, where a Town is Defend- 
ed by Refolute, and Attack’d by Men of 
Defperate Courage, which can be quell’d by 
nothing but Death. ’Tis true, inthe late War 
Keyferfwaret was taken from the French in two 
or three Days time, but thofe who Regret 
the length of this Siege, onght to remember 
that ever fince the Treaty of R:fwick, the Fren 
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have béen Fortifying that Place to fuch a De- 
Brees that now it muft be taken by Inches: 

was this Undertaking of the Confederates 
without the greateft Reafon in the World, for 


the Situation of this Place is fuch, that the 
Confederates could not Attempt the Enemy at 


confiderable diftance, without the greateft 
vantage from this Place, which would 


always have kept a Garrifon in it, fufficient 


to have put the Countries for 40 or 50 Miles 
under Contribution, as foon as the Confederate 
Army fhould Rely upon any great Enterprize. 

Notwithftanding the Confident Report of 
the Earl of Athlones being Routed, and his 
Baggage and Cannon being taken, we find 
him, by the laft Mail, with all his Army, fe- 
cure under the Catinon of Nimeguen: If any 
falfe Step.has been taken in the Siege of Key- 
ferfwaert, it wasin lying down before it, before 
the Troops which fhou!d have carried on that 
Siege were arrived in the Confederate Army; 
for by this means the Troops under the Com- 
mand of the Earl of Athlone were much weak- 
ened, by often fertding Detachments from them 
to that Siege. This was well enough known 
to the French, nor are they to be biamed for 
their Vigilance and Diligence in laying hold 
of the Fortunate and Cafuat Hitts of War, and 
the Condu& of the Earl of Athlone, in this 
Cafe, is very confiderable, The Judgement of 
a General is more Confpicuous in fecuring a 
Retreat, or in Rallying of Broken and Shat- 
ter’d Forces, than in Managing a Field Fight, 
where Generals proceed by Rules and Maxims 
of War; when in other Cafes the Accidents 
not being fore-feen, the Effects of them muft 
be Remedied by a fndden turn of Thought, 
and ftrength of Judgement, in which this Earl 
of Athlone feems to be a very happy General. 
This is the fecond time fince the Armies 
@ook the Field, that after this manner he has 
fecured his Troops from the Extraordinary 
Nombers of the Enemy; let him have a Care 
the third time, his Pitcher may be broken at 
Jaft. But when Keyferfwaert is taken (as it is 
hop’d by this time it is) he will not be put 
again upon the like Inconveniencies for want 
of Men; and if 1 am not miftaken in that 
Seat of War, the Defign of the French upon 


the Earl of Athlones Army, has carried them 


fo far out of the Way, that if the Confederate 
Armies Join in any Time, it will be hard for 
them to recover their Ground; perhaps they 
may poy very dear for the Cannon they found 
in the Earl of Athlones place of Encampment. 

I having for fome time treated of the Me- 
thods uf=d by the French King in his Attempt 
of a Univerfal Monarchy, it may not now be 
amifs ro confider Ways and Ad¢cans to prevent 
the Effects of his Ambition; For if ever fuch 
a Monfter as a Univer{al Monarch fhould hap- 
pen to ‘Tyrannize over the Sons of Men, it 
would be a Hell upon Earth, which could 
then be nd other’than the Habitations of Cru- 
elty. For tho’the Tyrant wight Confine bis 
Perfon to One part of the Vaffal Orb, yet 
as the Devil (nis juft Pattern) Reigns in 
the Hearts of his Children where-ever dif- 
pers’d thro” the four Corners of the Earth; 
fo will this Terreftvial Devil be every where 
Prefent by his Extenfive and Unlimited Pow- 
er: The only way to put a Hook in the 
Nofe of this Leviathan, is to wetch his Mo- 
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| tious, to Countermine his Defigns, and to de3 


ftroy his Projects in the very Embrio ; Principijs 
Obfta, is as good a Maxim in Policy as it is 


in Phyfick. For Diféafés in a State af€ foc 
eafly moved when ar tale

Augmented, the farther they are moved; and 
by a long Continuance without Oppofition,they 
become Infuperable. e275. Beng 

I having already lay’d down the Methods by 
which he has Attempted, and yet Hopes ta 
gain a Univerfal Monarchy , 1 thall Gonfine my 
felf to the Confideration of Means how to 
Obviate and Hinder the Effe&ts of thofe, Me- 
thods upon the Free People of Europe, and 
efpecially upon our Country of England. Phat 
his Propagating of Vice, has been a Principal 
Means of effe&ting his Defigns, is too Notori- 
oufly trne ; but this cannot be prevented with- 
out Divine Affiftance. He who Rules. in the 
Hearts of Kings, and Chief Governours of Po- 
pulous Countries, may fo Encline the. Civit 
Powers as to make Defigns of this Nature 
Abortive; every Man may Mend One, by a 
Regular Sway over his own Actions; but, ’cis 
not for Private Perfons to undertake the Re- 
formation of Communities; Perfons in Emi- 
nent Stations, are the proper Inftruments to 
work the Irregularities of Bodies Politick in- 
to Order and Difcipline; and therefore have 
Kings been called Gods, becaufe their Power 
over jarge Kingdoms and Territories, refem- 
bles the Power of the Supream Being over 
the Univerfe. The Influence Crown’d Heads 
have over their People, is altogether Unque- 
ftionable, they are either Examples of Vice or 
Vertue to thofe, over whom they have the Im- 
perial Sway ; Qualis Rex, Talis Grex, is gene- 
rally received as an approv’d Maxim: Men 
are apt to immitate the A4anners and Cuftoms 
of their Governonrs; Iet °em be what they 
will, only for fake of Jntereft, which is the God 
that generally prefides at Courts, and to whom 
Vicious Mankind Pay the greateft Obeifanée. 
Now, if Kings would but make it the prt 4 of 
their Servants to be Vertuous, by Diftinguifhin 
only fuch by Preferments,and Places of Truft and 
Profit ; Vice would lofe its Empire in Courts, 
and would become as Contemptible, as is now 
Poor Thred-bare Vertue. If Kings are not Fuf, 
Temperate, Religious, Vertuous, and free from 
Paffion, and Vain-Glory, they cannot expect to 
have their People otherwife; they are Seat- 
ed on the Pinacle of Honour, and are the Ob- 
je&s of the Eyes of all Mankind; and tho’ 
perhaps in fome Countries, it may be Treéafon 





for their People to Refic& on their AGions, — 


and to call their Mifcarriages to Account; yet 
the Tyrannick Laws of no Country, could 


ever yet debar Mankind the Liberty of think- 


ing; and when Kings are Leffened in che 
Thoughts of their own People, they betomie 
Contemptible in the Eyes of the whole World; 
for they are more or lefs Regarded Abroad, 
according as they are Valued and Efteem’d at 
Home. The Office of a King, as it is the moft 
Honourable, fo the Execution of it is the moft 


difficult, and attended with the greateft Ha- 


zat; for tho’ chey are called Gods, yet muft 
they "Die like Men, and"moft anfwer for the 


Influence their Lives, Converfations and Go- 
vernments have had over the Minds of ‘their
